RUBBER LANGUAGE 


Enters the ‘Automotive 
Field. 


A new language has establish- 
ed itaclf in automobile testing 
laboratories — the language of 
rubber. With the increasing use’ 
of rubber in motor cara, such 
terms as plastometer, elastome- 
ter, durometer and accelerated 
aging, applied to rubber testing, 
are part of the regular speech 
of automobile engineers to-day. 

Special apparatus -for conduct- 
ing these tests is maintained in 
the Jaboraturies of the - Buick 
Motor Company ut -Flint, Michi- 
gun. ‘Buick has set up its own 
standards for the various types 
of rubber required for different 
parts of the car. 

These tests squeeze, punch, 
poke, stretch and roast the rub- 
her’ in the effort to find out how 
well it will stand up in Buick 
cars. Rubber for engine mount- 
tinga, bumper mountings, hody 
shime and other parts is careful- 


ly tested. ‘The plastometer. and|/ 


durometer tests are’ for hard- 
ness, the elastometer test for 
elasticity, and the aging test for

The elastometer has a sharp 
needle, operated by a spring, 
with dial attachment. If the rub- 
ber has the right stuff ‘in it, the 
needle will show a high degree of 
recovery when the pressure is re- 
eased. With the durometer, 8 
bliint needle, also spring operat- 
ad, is applicd to the surface and 
the hardnéss, or resistance to 
penetration is indicated. 

In accelerated aging, the test 
piece is compressed and placed 
in aw oven for 48 hours. After 
this fiery trial, it is measured’ 
for thickness as compared ‘to its 
original. state. 

There is also a compression 
fest. the rubber being compress- 
ed 50 per cent., released, and one 
minute later’ mensured for per- 
manent ket. ;

The chief need 
for pleasurable night-driving is 
the possession of powerful head- 
lamps the beams of which can be 
controlled by a lever or switch on 
the-. dash or on the steering 
wheel or column so that they can 
be. concentrated on the road be- 
‘low the eve-level of the approach- 
ing driver. As a general rule 
lamps which are permanently 
luntidazzle are not altogether 
sutisfactory in use, because they 
do. not illuminate the road ahead 
for a sufficient distance. There 
are, however, many controllable 
lamps which are quite efMficient,- 

The means whereby the beams 
ure concentrated on the road 
vary considerably. In somu 
cases the lamps can be dipped; 
in others the reflectors can be 
tilted or swivelled so that the 
beams are deflected ‘on to the 
road, and also slightly to the 
near side; others, again, are fit- 
ted with special reflectors the 
upper halves of which can be 
moved so that the beam is caus- 
ed to shine downwards; while a 
further type makes use of a 
double-filament bulb so that the 
rays are lowered but still illu- 
minate each side of the road suf- 
ficiently for fast driving. Whe- 
ther the device be operated by a 
switch, levet, toot control, or a 
button on the steering-wheel, the 
change in the direction of the 
beam can be brought about in- 
stantly and without trouble. 


The owner-driver who proposes 
to be on the road for long dis- 
tances at night should invest in 
two. additional lamps. A spot- 
light is almost a necessity, for it 
allows signposts, milestones, and 
other signs to be read comfort- 
ably, while it is also useful when 
reversing and in foggy weather.
